a high rise in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, all actual disasters 
which struck within the last 
three years. 
For B illy Pugh, owner of 
Bill Pugh Co., Inc., of Corpus 
C h risti, those 
m em ories 
were particularly vivid. He 
and his company developed 
the only solution available in 
the world for rescue from 
high rise 
buildings which 
have no helicopter landing 
facilities on the roof. 
“ We 
started 
thinking 
about it in the early days of 
the Apollo program ,” Pugh 
said 
in 
a 
telephone 
in ­ 
terview. “ W e watched the 
Navy pick up these scientists 
out of the w ater with hor- 
secollar-type arrangements, 
and they dropped one of 
them and killed him. We 
figured there had to be a 
better w ay.” 
The solution was a cone- 
shaped net, having a solid 
floor, that can be lifted by a 
helicopter like an elevator. 
His company makes nets 
which hold either four or IO 
persons, 
and 
can 
rescue 
from the top of buildings, 
from side 
windows, from 
house tops or trees in a flood 
or from water. 
The first use was on off­ 
shore drill rigs as a means of 
transferring personnel from 
a boat to the rig, or from the 
rig to a boat. 
“ If there’s a drill rig off­ 
shore anywhere in the world. 


they’ve got at least two of 
these on it,” Pugh said. “ We 
have all the patents on them, 
and really the building or 
helicopter rescue net is just 
an upshot from that. 
“ There have been several 
used, but this has been the 
only one that was successful. 
England tried one and the 
N avy Department tried two, 
and they were all rejected 
for one reason or another.” 
Pugh’s net, costing $3,000 
for the 10-man rig and $2,810 
for the four man, first was 
used in the space program 
for picking up astronauts 
after 
splashdown. 
It 
was 
used on all the Apollo shots. 


The net is 12 feet high and 
five feet in diameter, with an 
empty door and rope web­ 
bing to form the sides. It can 
be installed ato'p a highrise 
building, and the kit contains 
equipment to attach it to a 
helicopter which can’t land 
because of debris, heat or an 
--irregular roof. The water 
rescue net looks much the 
same, except it is sm aller 
and built more with a scoop 
design. 
“ A big factor in our nets is 
the static electricity built up 
by a helicopter,” Pugh said. 
“ Our equipment is insulated, 
and so a helicopter doesn t 
need to ground itself before 


picking someone up. In other 
nets or the collar, the shock 
goes down the wire, hits the 
person to be rescued and can 
he enough to injure them. It 
can be a real severe shock. 
Our nets are so simple. 
Especially the water rescue 
net. You just drag it through 
the water and they fell into 
it. They can’t fall out once 
if s in the air because of the 
sloping bottom.” 
The nets are in use in Ohio, 
Ghicago, New Orleans, Los 
Angeles and numerous cities 
around the world. 
“ The Chilean government 
just bought six kits,” Pugh 
said.

Bench Abandoned for Private Practice

Five judges have resigned 
since the Senate voted 71 to 
2G last March against raising 
salaries for congressmen, 
the judiciary and other high 
bureaucrats 
Despite a 30 per cent in­ 
crease in the cost of living in 
the 
last 
five 
years,

lawm akers shied away from 
raising their own pay in an 
election year, thus depriving 
judges and others of an in­ 


crease .Judicial salaries are 
where they were in 1%9.

lucrative spot in a law firm 
whose cases the judge has 
been trying does not enhance

Clark said a good lawyer’s 
bottom prier* for courtroom 
work is $50 an 
hour.

“ It begins to look like both 
the administration and the 
Congress are willing to 
scuttle 
the 
ju d ic ia ry ,’’ 
Fulton wrote. 
D istrict 
Ju d g e 
Arnold 
Bauman of New York, who is 
leaving for private practice 
in 
August, said 
federal 
judges “do not assum e their 
offices for a limited period 
anticipating their return to 
private life and lucrative 
pursuits ... their problems 
are unique 
and 
req u ire 
special consideration.” 


Bauman said when he was 
appointed he expected to 
serve the rest of his life but 
because 
of 
inflation 
and 
congressional inaction he 
was forced to resign. 
The pay of congressmen 
and judges is tied because of 
the peculiar system 
for 
recommending 
increases. 
This job is done every four 
years by the Commission on 
Legislative, Executive and 
Ju d ic ia l S ala ries, whose 
m em bers are appointed by 
the P resid en t, the chief 
justice, the speaker of the 
House, and the president of 
the Senate. 


New

have 
looked to this system to keep 
salary levels abreast of the 
rise in the cost of living.

Arch Patton has emphasized 
that federal judges are paid 
full salary on retirement and 
do not contribute 8 per cent 
for a pension as other federal 
employes do. Patton said 
this 8 per cent “ has a career 
value as spendable income 
ap p ro x im atin g 
$250,000 
when compound interest is 
applied....”

of

judges responded that this 
sum is of little assistance to 
a younger man trying to 
send his children to college. 
Sen. Gale W. McGee, D- 
Wyo., chairman of Senate 
Post Office and Civil Service 
C om m ittee, 
is

further hearings w;th the 
idea of revising the present 
system . 
It 
has 
been 
suggested 
that 
rec o m ­ 
mendations be made every 
two years instead of four and 
that the law be changed to 
link judicial pay increases to 
the cost of living.

Patients Learn 
How to Improve 


PALO ALTO, Calif. (UPI) 
Special classes in “how to 
get better” are being offered 
to patients at 
a medical 
clinic here. 
Rosalind 
H aw ley, 
a 
m edical 
co m m u n icatio n s 
sp e cia list, 
say s 
that 
although 90 per cent of the 
cure depends on how well a 
patient folows a doctor’s 
in stru ctio n s, p atien ts a re 
seldom 
adequately 
taught 
what they should do. 
Miss Hawley heads Core 
Communications in Health, 
a 
New York firm 
which 
developed 
the 
school 
for 
patients living near the Palo 
Alto Medical Clinic. 
The American Association 
of 
M edical 
Clinics, 
headquartered 
in 
Alexan­ 
dria, Va., is sponsoring the 
program. It has a number of 
sim ila r c e n te rs in other 
cities. 
“ In a recent survey of 
physicians, we found that 
well over two-thirds of their 
time is spent educating their 
patients, and they felt that 
patient education was just as 
im p o rta n t 
as 
any 
presc rip tio n 
they 
could 
write,” said Miss Hawley. 
The 
new 
P atien t 
Education Center, in con­ 
junction with the clinic, is 
intended 
to 
relie v e 
the 
doctor 
of 
much 
of 
his 
“teaching” and to give the 
patients’ better instruction. 
“The patient is brought to 
an attractive room that looks 
something like a library w ” 
cubicles,” said Miss Hawley. 
“ After orientation and pre­ 
testing by the instructor, the 
patient is seated in one of the 
booths and a program is put 
on a sight-and-sound lear­ 
ning machine.” 
The instructional device 
runs a program especially 
created for the illness from 
which the patient is suf­ 
fering. It discusses how he 


should take care of himself, 
what diet he should have, 
exercise and routines. 
Each patient is tested to 
see that 
he or she 
has 
learned the lessons. Then he 
gets a briefing from an in­ 
structor and is sent home 
with m aterials for further 
study. 
“Doctors and patients ex­ 
posed to the program think 
it’s trem endous,” said Miss 
Hawley. “ I see it as setting a 
trend in the doctor-patient 
relationship that will go a 
long 
way 
to 
bridge 
the 
communications 
gap 
that 
sometimes exists between 
them .”
